Hurricane Earl Passes Without Incident

The Mattapoisett town wharf was the scene of 
frenzied activity on Thursday and Friday of last week as 
residents made preparations in the face of a hurricane 
warning. The town closed the wharf to vehicular traffic, 
making exceptions only for boat trailers. Interested 
onlookers sat at the gazebo and Shipyard Park, as anxious 
boat-owners and Brownell trucks removed boat after 
boat, long after sunset. Likewise, it was a similar scene 
in Marion, where the harbormaster's boat weaved busily 
among the many boats being prepared for removal. 

Area businesses and seaside residences even 
boarded up late Friday afternoon, only hours before the 
hurricane was supposed to hit. The National Weather 
Service, the meteorological arm of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA), had predicted 
that the category 3 Hurricane Earl would pass over Cape 
Cod, the Islands, and parts of the South Coast. NOAA 
issued a Hurricane Warning on Thursday, September 2, 
prompting area schools like the Old Rochester Regional 
School District to close early on Friday 

As a category 3 hurricane. Earl was a serious

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threat, and reminded some of the older residents of the 
destruction left behind by previous category 3 hurricanes: 
namely. Hurricane Carol of 1954 and the Hurricane of 
1938. Both of these legendary storms devastated parts of 
the Massachusetts coastline. 

Tri-Town residents hunkered dow^n Friday 
evening, waiting for the heavy rains and wind to begin. 
They waited and they waited - but nothing really 
happened. Moderate rains did briefly pass through the 
region, but strong winds were absent, and the storm, 
which was downgraded to a tropical storm by late 
Friday evening, left the SouthCoast unscathed. Tri-Town 
residents woke up to idyllic conditions with blue skies 
and a cool, fall wind on Saturday - it would seem that 
Hurricane Earl brought a taste of autumn, and nothing 
else. 

According to the National Weather Service, the 
hurricane weakened to a category 1 over the course of the 
day on Friday, September 3, and took a turn east, which 
spared Massachusetts landfall. 

NOAA warned that this year had a 90 percent 
chance of being an above-average year for hurricane 
activity. At this time, the Atlantic is being monitored 
by NOAA's National Hurricane Center for developing 
tropical storms and hurricanes. For more information on 
developing storm systems in the Atlantic, visit www.nhc.

Murphy, who presented a facility and energy audit report 
detailing a potential new energy portfolio management 
system and possible capital improvements to reduce 
Sippican's energy costs. "These energy conservation 
measures are designed to look at long-term changes. The 
yearly savings are hard numbers/' explained Mr. Murphy. 

Mr. Murphy specifically recommended the 
implementation of a new HVAC direct digital control 
and building automation system that tightly controls 
a building's mechanical and electrical systems so they 
are used only when required. For instance, he said the 
building does not need the hot water boiler continually 
running and that can be programmed to turn off when 
the building is not in use. The total cost to implement the

system is $124,100, which after a payback period of less 
than 4.5 years would yield a savings of $50,650 per year, 
Mr. Murphy said. 

"Thank you for taking the time to do this. We are 
interested in the issue of energy conservation. It is one of 
our goals. You've established measures to meet our goals 
and a roadmap to achieve savings,'' Mr. Gordon said. Ms. 
McCarthy remarked, "If we get that $50,000 savings per 
year, that's a teacher." 

Mr. White also reported that two positions 
remain open in the district: an accountant for the business 
administrator's office and Director of Curriculum and 
Instruction. Marcia Kessler resigned from the latter 
position and recently took a job at Old Colony. "We wish 
her the best," he said. 

In efforts to implement new practices in response 
to the new state anti-bullying law created last May, 
Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm said the district 
established a task force. Among other topics, she said the 
task force is studying how children conduct themselves 
and will establish educational initiatives to help parents 
and children identify and respond to bullying.

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assistants and splitting the classes into smaller groups for 
important subject areas.

She said the students responded favorably 
to a healthier menu that day, which included whole 
grain items, fresh carrots and apples and wraps, which 
were a "big hit.'' She said NutriKids is being rolled out 
throughout the district and is planning to notify parents 
that they can set limits on their children's food purchases 
online. 

School Business Administrator Kathryn Isernio 
then presented two financial reports, one detailing 
expenditures for the last fiscal year and the other for July 
and August of the new fiscal year. According to her data, 
the balance remaining from last fiscal year is $48,356 for 
the regular day budget and $88,995.96 for the special 
education budget. Ms. Isernio said she anticipates that 
next year's actual spending will come closer to budget 
figures. She noted that the food service ran at a $12,000 
deficit, which is reflective of an increase in labor costs and 
decrease in number of lunches served. 

In addition, the board approved an agreement 
allowing Rochester Project Grow to use a classroom at 
Sippican for the charge of $6,300. A discussion on the 
approximate $22,000 loss in rental accounts ensued with 
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Mr. Gordon advocating for a stronger push to advertise 
available rental space at the school. ''Finding other sources 
of rental income would benefit us and the town as a 
whole/' he said. 

With nothing left on the agenda, the committee 
voted to adjourn at 8:45 pm.

Committee Makes Non-Resident Decision

A regular meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Tina Rood 
on September 2, 2010 at 7:00 pm. Also in attendance were 
Committee members Robin Rounseville, Sharon Hartley, 
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Timothy Scholz and Donna Laliberte. 

The minutes of the June 2, 2010 meeting were 
approved. 

The Committee's first meeting was with the 
new Facilities Director, Mike Meunier. Mr. Meunier 
gave a brief presentation on RMS renovation / extension, 
which is on schedule and under budget. The school was 
professionally cleaned in time for children to start on 
September 1. 

In a meeting with the food service director, 
Suzanne Souza, the Committee heard about the school's 
new offerings, which focused on more whole grains, local 
produce and lower-sugar options. 'Tt's going over well," 
said Ms. Souza, who wants to organize a program to focus 
on incorporating the five food groups into each lunch. 

Ms. Hartley presented a concern from the 
Committee regarding budgetary issues in the food service 
department. RMS was over $8,000 over budget for food 
in the 2009 /2010 school year, prompting a concern for 
the 2010/2011 school year. The lunch prices have not 
increased, despite the increase in food quality, and the 
Committee was concerned that the deficit could be even 
worse this year. 

But Ms. Souza said that the cost of the meals 
were actually lowered this year, thanks to the use of local 
produce. Also, Ms. Souza said that increased supervision 
would reduce waste and ensure consistency in serving 
sizes. "[The staff] is cutting back on waste. . . They know

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it's a situation that needs to change/' she said. 

Ms. Hartley asked Ms. Souza to return to the next 
school committee meeting with a report detailing what 
the average meal costs per student so they can address the 
approximate $1,000 per month deficit and be able to level- 
fund their food budget for this year. 

In his Principal's Report, Principal Jay Ryan 
informed the Committee that the town had gained one 
grant and lost another. The gained grant comes from 
ING, and totals $2,000. Physical Education teacher Kevin 
Woodward applied for the grant and will use the money 
to establish a running program at RMS. The Committee 
voted to accept the grant. 

The lost grant is the REAPS grant, which is 
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issued to rural districts. Rochester's student population 
experienced enough of a boost to remove them from 
consideration for the grant for this year, but Mr. Ryan 
said that the population fluctuation next year might make 
them eligible again in the 2011 / 2012 school year. 

Additionally, the schools will receive $10,000 from 
the state to explore regionalizing Tri-Town schools at the 
elementary level. A regionalization subcommittee has 
been formed to explore this topic fully, and to determine 
the financial advantages that regionalization might bring 
to Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester. 

In a meeting with Cathy Grinham, a registered 
Mass Health Provider, the school learned about a new 
state initiative to provide basic dental hygiene in schools. 
The program, which is being facilitated by the state's 
Office of Oral Health, is the result of a new law signed 
in 2008 by Governor Deval Patrick to implement a new 
sealant and fluoride varnish program. Both the sealant 
and fluoride are used to prevent tooth decay, which Ms. 
Grinham said could be a serious cause of overall physical 
distress. A grant awarded to Ms. Grinham means that she 
could provide this program to children at no charge for 
RMS. 

The program would be particularly directed at 
Grades 2, 6 and 7, since molars have typically "erupted" 
by then, according to Ms. Grinham. She would need 
a small, fairly private area to complete the 15-minute 
sealant procedure, and she would have to conduct a 
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check-up on the sealant a few months after the procedure 
to ensure that the sealant has ''taken/' The work is 
completed with disposable tools, and is completely 
voluntary, meaning parents would be able to opt out 
if they didn't want to have the sealants done for their 
children. 

At the cost of $55 to $75 a tooth, sealants can 
be cost-prohibitive for families, said Ms. Grinham. This 
program would be an opportunity to provide this service 
to families who might not be able to otherwise afford it. 

Committee member Ms. Laliberte expressed 
some hesitation in regards to the program, though. She 
was concerned with the classroom interruption and 
the hygiene aspect of it. "I need to digest it," said Ms. 
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There are some new treatments available for 
senility in dogs. One is a new prescription diet from 
Hills that is loaded with antioxidants and things like glu- 
cosamine. Surprisingly, we have had some really good 
results where dogs become more playful, alert and more 
like their old selves after a few weeks on this new food. 
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Laliberte, who thought that it might not be an appropriate 
venue for school. 

Mr. Scholtz likened the program to scoliosis, 
vision and hearing screenings that have all been 
conducted over the years in the schools. Mr. Scholtz 
reflected the feelings of most of the Committee when he 
said he supported the measure but "the details need to be 
sorted out.'' 

The Committee agreed to meet with Ms. Grinham 
again at the next meeting to consider the program and 
elaborate on details, which may include conducting the 
dental procedures on a parent-teacher night to reduce 
classroom interruption. 

In a final meeting of the night, the Committee 
met with a parent of an RMS student. The parent, an RMS 
mother, had requested the meeting with the Committee 
to ask if her son could remain at RMS, despite the fact 
that they have had to recently move temporarily to 
Marion. According to the mother, the Marion rental is just 
a location to hold their belongings, and she and her son 
still sleep four nights a week in Rochester at her brother's 
house. She is currently seeking a rental in Rochester and is 
a tenant-at-will in Marion. 

The Committee took some time to consider 
the request, deliberating on the non-resident policy 
in place and the possible exceptions under which the 
family's situation may fall. At first, they considered 
the "transitional" exception of the policy, which allows 
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students to remain in the district for up to 90 days if their 
family has been displaced and is seeking a residence. 
But under the advice of superintendent Douglas White, 
they determined that the situation could fall under the 
McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act, which gives 
protection to children needing services while in a time of 
transience. The Committee said that the student would 
be allowed to remain at RMS and hoped that the family 
would be able to find a rental in Rochester soon. 

The next meeting of the Rochester School 
Committee will be held on October 7. The Committee 
voted to adjourn at 9:07 pm. 

Further Lagoon Investigations Greenlit 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Roger 
Blanche tte on September 7, 2010 in the Marion Town 
House conference room at 7:00 pm. Also in attendance 
were Selectmen Jonathan Henry and Stephen Cushing, 
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Town Administrator Paul Dawson and Assistant to the 
Selectmen Debbie Paiva. 

The Board approved the minutes of the August 17 
meeting. 

In the first Appointment, the Board met with 
Cumberland Farms in regards to a requested fuel storage 
tank increase at 406 Wareham Road, on the south side of 
Route 6. Cumberland Farms representatives, fresh from a 
Marion planning board meeting in which their expansion 
plans were not approved, still made a presentation to the 
Board of Selectmen, showing their tank plans. 

Manny Paiva, manager of the Cumberland Farms 
planning department, said that the current configuration 
involves three 8,000-gallon tanks for a net total of 
24,000 gallons. The new proposal would call for two 
20,000-gallon tanks, net-totaling 40,000 gallons, and the 
tanks would be located north of where they are currently 
placed. Since the tanks would be larger, the business 
would only require two fuel deliveries per week, as 
opposed to the current four deliveries per week. 

According to Mr. Paiva, there is currently no 
leakage in the older tanks that were installed in 1984, but 
the project would be an upgrade and would provide more 
fuel choices to customers. The proposal would include a 
compartment for diesel fuel. 

'This is the latest and greatest in technology,'' 
said Cumberland Farms representative Robert Pellegrini, 
who said that the project would be "a good environmental 
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opportunity''. The representatives said that the fire chief 
had reviewed the plans and had no issue with them. 

''Most people in this town want to know what 
you are going to do with the building across the street," 
said Chairman Blanchette. Mr. Pellegrini said that the 
Cumberland Farms location on the north side of Route 6 
is in a leased building, and the company has no complete 
authority with what happens there. As it stands, Mr. 
Pellegrini thought that the smaller Cumberland Farms 
would remain in operation with no plans for future 
changes. 

After relatively short discussion, the Board agreed 
to continue the public hearing for the September 21 
Board of Selectmen meeting, for 8:10 pm. The gap in time 
would give them the opportunity to "mull it over", said 
Chairman Blanchette. 

In another appointment, the Board met with the 
Coalition for Buzzard's Bay (CBB) to hear an update on 
CBB's groundwater sampling. At their last presentation in 
January 2010, CBB president Mark Rasmussen presented 
the issue of water quality deterioration in Sippican 
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Harbor and its possible causes. At the time of the initial 
presentation, CBB wished to pursue the possibility of the 
wastewater lagoons in the area of Aucoot Cove, just south 
of Benson Brook, as the culprit for the nitrogen effluent. 

Along with CBB representatives Mark Rasmussen 
and Corrine Peterson was hydrogeologist and Horsley / 
Witten representative Mark Nelson to explain the findings 
of recent samplings conducted by CBB. "We need to 
really, truly understand if the lagoons are the source of 
effluent,'' said Mr. Nelson. In order to do that, CBB and 
Mr. Nelson suggested the completion of three more test 
wells: one in the center of the lagoons to determine the 
water quality deep within the actual lagoon area, and two 
more well sites, one being in the area east of the lagoons 
near Sippican Harbor. 

From the two sampling rounds that CBB has 
completed in 2010, Mr. Nelson said, "We're seeing 
nitrogen levels that are elevated above what is expected." 
Although CBB is willing to investigate all avenues of 
possible nitrogen sources, they wish to focus on the 
lagoons as a potential source. 

The Board wanted to explore the cause of water 
contamination, but was also concerned with the costs that 
may be incurred if testing concludes that the lagoons were 
a source of nitrogen. 

"How expensive would [lining the lagoons] be?" 
Chairman Blanchette asked the CBB representatives. 

"I don't think we are there yet," said Mr.

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Rasmussen, who noted that they still could not ascertain 
that the lagoons are the source of pollution. "The 
investigation continues/' he added. 

'If there is a potential for a leak, we have to know 
about it. We have to be proactive about it/' said Selectman 
Henry. The Board voted to allow CBB to conduct the well 
digging in order to further the investigation. 

Under Action items, the Board: 

• Approved a one-day, all-alcohol license for 
VFW Post 2425 for a September 11 event. 

• Signed a letter of appreciation to Representative 
William Straus in regards to his letter to Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection (MEPA) 
supporting a full Environmental Impact Report (EIR) in 
the Bay Watch Realty's Marion Village Estates project. 

• Approved a one-day all-alcohol license for the 
Marion Social Club for a steak dinner on September 26. 

• Approved a credit memo to Louis Monteiro in 
the amount of $427.06 for an overestimated bill. 

• Approved a water service commitment in the 
amount of $2,110.93. 

In the Town Administrator's report, Mr. Dawson 
thanked all the town departments for their organized 
efforts in their response to Hurricane Earl preparations.

Cumberland Farms Expansion Rejected 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on Tuesday, 
September 7 in the Marion Town Hall. Also present were 
board members Joseph Napoli, Tom Magauran, Steve 
Gonsalves, John Sweeney, Ray Crowley, Sherman Briggs 
and Planning Board Secretary Terri Santos. 

The board listened to final comments regarding 
Cumberland Farms' proposed expansion of its retail 
operation to 3,593 square feet with additional pumps 
at its 406 Wareham Street location. Cumberland Farms 
representatives provided lengthy documentation, 
including a 14-page response to 30 questions drafted by 
the board in reference to specific concerns and proof that 
the company did confer with the Massachusetts Highway 
Department earlier in its planning stages. 

Rob Pellegrini, an attorney representing 
Cumberland Farms, requested that this document be 
included in the records and indicated that the company 
would not agree to more extensions. The board 
formally closed the open hearing for deliberation on the 
proposal, which includes two Special Permits - one for 
the company to operate as a retail establishment and 
the other for nonconforming setbacks - and a site plan 
review. 

Chairman Ryder instructed the board to

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why he does not support the project. Specifically, he 
expressed concern about the intensity of use at the site, 
the safety risks of the proposed traffic circulation, the 
scope of the project, and general concerns about how it 
fails to adhere to the town's 2015 Committee's guidelines. 
Mr. Magauran expressed particular worry about traffic 
being directed to exit out of the back section of the lot and 
delivery tracks traveling that route impairing visibility "It 
works on paper, but it doesn't work in reality," he said. 

Mr. Magauran added: "There will be four 
gas pumps and a massive canopy What is that? A big 
sign that says 'gas'. . . It is too small of a site for what it 
wants to do." The fact that the volume of traffic at the 
Cumberland Farms across the street was not factored 
into the proposal's traffic projections also posed a great 
concern for Magauran. 

Mr. Ryder concurred in his opposition to the 
proposal. "The intensity is too great," he said, noting 
concern about "snarled traffic" and safety risks. "No one 
knows how this will affect the traffic pattern," he said. 
The chairman also said that he opposed the proposed 
architecture. "It could have been more presentable," 
he said, adding, "As referenced by our architect, it is 
really the gateway to Marion. As proposed, it is not an 
appropriate gateway to Marion." 

After each member spoke, Mr. Witten advised 
the board to vote on the three different decisions 
individually, which included two special permit requests 
for setback allowances and permission to operate as 
a retail establishment, and the site review plan. "The 
board should not link them to each other. There are three

independent decisions/' Mr. Witten clarified. 

The board voted first on the special permit 
application requesting a 38.2-foot setback for the pumps, 
which is below the 50-foot setback required under the 
town bylaws. Mr. Ryder made a motion denying the 
special permit and Magauran seconded the motion. 
Mr. Gonsalves, Mr. Briggs and Mr. Napoli remained 
silent, effectively rejecting the motion. Ms. Crowley then 
expressed support for denying the special permit request. 
Mr. Sweeney recused himself from the vote. In the end, 
the board voted 3-3 against the special permit. The board 
then voted to deny the special permit for Cumberland 
Farms to operate as a retail establishment. Again, Mr. 
Briggs, Mr. Gonsalves and Mr. Napoli did not support 
the denial of a special permit. Ms. Crowley again voted 
with Mr. Magauran and Mr. Ryder to deny the request. As 
such, the board denied the second special permit 3-3. 

At this point, Mr. Witten pointed out that the 
two rejections essentially rendered the final vote on the 
site plan review as meaningless because the company 
could not operate without allowable setbacks or without 
permission to operate as a retail business. As such, the 
board voted 4-0 to deny the site plan, with Mr. Gonsalves 
and Mr. Briggs abstaining. 

Mr. Witten said he would draft the board's 
decision that will require a signature by the town clerk. 
He said the applicant can appeal the decision to the 
judicial court if they see fit. 

The board approved the July 19 and August 19 
minutes. With no other items on the agenda, the board 
voted to adjourn at 6:05 pm.

(for an infinite number of activities) will be instituted in 
January, although the school will try to either decrease or 
completely eliminate the fee by holding a few fundraisers 
prior to January 

With these new expenses for the 2010/ 2011 school 
year, what is a student to do? 

Many students have found the answer by getting 
jobs - either for the summer or for the year - to earn some 
spending money. I got a job in the fast food industry; 
many classmates I know work for my employer's 
competition, McDonald's. Speaking to one such classmate, 
sophomore Tieryn Selha, and many other students from 
various classes, I've learned that I've missed some sort of 
memo: the place to work in fast food is McDonald's, not 
Burger King. "There's a lot of people I know there," Ms. 
Selha said. 

Outside of fast food, several students have been 
working in other fields. Recent ORR graduates have been 
working at local daycares and in retail; some current 
students have been working locally at Oxford Creamery, 
Seaport Village Ice Cream and Coffee Shoppe, and the 
Mattapoisett Chowder House. One junior spent the 
summer working for the William E. Mee sailing program. 

The primary motivations for students to start 
working in high school are numerous: to pay for their 
car, insurance, gas, and now parking fee; to have money 
of their own; and to have something to list on a college 
resume. Ms. Selha cites her motivation as "saving for 
college, a car, and to have some extra money to get what I 
need." 

Beyond the practical reasons for getting a job, 
Ms. Selha recognizes the fact that it is a necessary step to 
becoming an adult in the real world. First, she (and all of 
the students who are currently working) is breaking away 
from the very small Tri-Town community to meet and

work with different people from different backgrounds. 
"You. . . get to know the people you work with really 
well/' Ms. Selha said about her coworkers who are not 
current students at ORR. Second, Ms. Selha made a very 
insightful comment about her job and the experience 
of working in the real world, a statement that Fm very 
sure would impress many Tri-Town residents: "[The real 
world] is tough, and you really need to be responsible or 
you're getting nowhere,'' she said. 

Most students are working as many hours as 
they can while remaining dedicated to their schoolwork 
and extra-curricular activities.

Making a Difference 

Locals Go Distance for Cancer

Three Mattapoisett and five Rochester residents 
are joining more than 8,000 walkers who will go the 
distance to support adult and pediatric cancer care 
on September 22. Specifically, locals Marc Anthony, 
Beverly Bernier, Susan Bliss, Rachel Hedlund, Suzana 
Lecuyer, Michelle Mendes, Michele Setterlund and 
Edmond Talbot will participate in the 22nd annual 
Boston Marathon Jimmy Fund walk, which benefits 
programs and research efforts at the Dana-Farber Cancer 
Institute. 

The walkers will walk one of four routes: the 
entire 26.2-mile route, the Babson to Boston 13.1-mile 
route, the Boston College five-mile route, or the three- 
mile route with patients and their families at the Dana- 
Farber campus. A virtual walk option also is available 
for participants who cannot 
make the event so they can 
fundraise online. 

"We are grateful to 
the thousands of determined 
walkers who are committed 
to raising funds for cancer 
care and research," said Ann 
Beach, director of the Boston 
Marathon Jimmy Fund Walk. 
"The money raised by the 
walkers directly benefits 
local patients as well as 
people around the world as 
top doctors and researchers 
utilize the successes achieved 
at Dana-Farber." The Walk has raised more than $66 
million since its founding in 1989. 

Ms. Bliss, a hospice social worker from 
Mattapoisett, witnesses firsthand the effect cancer has on 
families in her profession. She will complete the entire 
26.2-mile walk with Team Mary on behalf of a seven- 
year old girl who suffers from liver cancer. 

"Fve worked with her for close to two years. 
This girl has gone through more chemotherapy and 
surgeries than you can imagine. . . She goes to school and 
runs around like any other girl, but she's sick," Ms. Bliss 
said. Approximately 22 people will participate in Team 
Mary, which already has raised $22,000 of its $25,000 
goal. Ms. Bliss personally has raised $1,100. 

In the meantime, Ms. Bliss is exercising 




frequently in preparation for the athletic challenge of 
walking a marathon. "We are going to talk the whole 
way. We'll try really hard to make it," she said. 
Mattapoisett resident Mr. Talbot, an accomplished 
athlete who has 20 marathons under his belt, also is 
planning to walk the entire marathon distance. He is 
walking in honor of his mother who died from cancer 32 
years ago and for several friends and family who have 
been affected by cancer. 

Entering into his second year of participation, 
Mr. Talbot said, "It is actually more difficult to walk 
it than run it." He said it took him seven hours and 45 
minutes to complete the entire walk last year. Mr. Talbot 
said he would participate with his exercise group who 
regularly attends spinning, running and yoga classes 
together. He expects no problems physically, "other than 
blisters which are probably the most troublesome." 

Mr. Talbot added: "Being along people who 
have survived is the real 
motivation." He said his team 
so far has raised $4,000. "You 
really feel like you are doing 
something aside from just 
exercising itself." 

Michelle Mendes 
of Rochester also will 
participate, but in the half- 
marathon course. A true 
veteran of the competition, 
she has participated in the 
event for the past 16 years. 
"I'm doing it in memory 
of a friend who died of 
leukemia... She was 17 years 

she said. 

"It's exciting because I get to see people I walk 
with once per year. It is nice to see people who support 
children. It is very supportive and warm," she said. She 
said that time flies with the help of good conversation.

Machete. Starring Danny Trejo and Jessica Alba. 
Directed by Robert Rodriguez and Ethan Maniquis. 
Running time: 105 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

I drove up to the theater with '80s hair metal 
blaring on my car stereo. It helped me get in the mood 
for Machete, an '80s throwback if there ever was one; 
instead of a fancy 20th Century-Fox logo celebrating the 
studio's 75 years, it should be preceded by the logo for 
Cannon Films or Vestron Video. If you're familiar with 
those two names, Machete may be for you. It emerges 
from co-director Robert Rodriguez' fake trailer from 
Grindhouse, the pulp diptych he created with Quentin 
Tarantino; apparently having run out of movies to remake, 
Hollywood is now making actual movies based on trailers 
for nonexistent movies. {Hobo with a Shotgun, based on 
another fake trailer that won a Grindhouse contest, is also 
coming soon to a plex near you.) 

Rodriguez' half of Grindhouse, Planet Terror, 
reiterated the cheerfully derivative Austinite's devotion to 
John Carpenter flicks; Machete, though, is a much better 
Carpenter tribute, complete with a scowling anti-hero — 
Machete Cortez (Cortez the killer?), an ex-federale played 
by fanboy favorite Danny Trejo with a lifer's scowl and 
a tender spot for the ladies. Trejo, who turned 66 in May, 
has always looked older than his years; now he seems to 
have caught up, though he still looks hardier than his co- 
star Robert De Niro, who's only a year older. De Niro, as 
a corrupt senator running on an anti-immigrant platform, 
is in his I'm-in-it-for-the-laughs mode; most of the other 
performers follow his lead. 

So does Rodriguez (and his credited co-director 
Ethan Maniquis), who as usual wears a hundred hats: co- 
writer, co-editor, co-producer, and even co-composer (as 
guitarist for his band Chingon, who perform the excellent 
score; if you want to know why people download 
things illegally, you might want to ask why a Machete

soundtrack isn't commercially available — I'll have to 
content myself with Chingon's album Mexican Spaghetti 
Western) Machete feels like a party; its hero may be 
driven by vengeful rage, but Rodriguez treats that as an 
opportunity to revel in unapologetic schlock. That's his 
strength as well as his weakness; he'll never make his 
Schindler's List, but he'll never make his Amis tad either. 

Everything in Rodriguez' universe is filtered 
through junk movies and comic books; he loves women, 
but he loves them more when they're scantily clad and 
packing heat. Michelle Rodriguez (no relation), as a 
liberator running a taco stand as cover, gets to ground 
her usual sullen demeanor in kindness, a strange mix that 
pays off; Lindsay Lohan shows up and gets to parody and 
exorcise her drugs 'n' daddy issues; Jessica Alba tries 
hard as an immigration officer who sees the light, but the 
role would 've been better served by Salma Hayek (who, 
at 44, would 've been more credible, and more fiery). 
Rodriguez also takes a page from his buddy Tarantino and 
hands out plum roles to guys who haven't been working 
much lately: Jeff Fahey (a standout), Don Johnson, even 
Steven Seagal, who manages to wrest smug comedy out 
of his drug-kingpin role. The movie is too loose and fun- 
loving to treat its political theme with any sting, much 
less any seriousness, but a lot of the old exploitation flicks 
(particularly blaxploitation) used to muster a passing nod 
to current events before getting to the good stuff. Machete, 
which stands foursquare against the bigots, is pretty damn 
fine Mexploitation; luckily, Rodriguez is on the right side 
of the border between preachy and entertainingly trashy.
